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SECOND REPORT. 



The Committee appointed by Minute of the Secretary of State for War, dated 
10th February, 1870, “ to inquire into the comparative advantages of In-door and Out- 
« door Pensions for the numbers who can be accommodated at Chelsea and Kilmainham, 

“ and generally into the economy of the two Establishments,” beg to submit the following 
Report, in continuation of that dated 6th July 1870, which contained the results of their 
Inquiry as regards the Royal Hospital at Chelsea. 

Having visited Dublin and inspected the Royal Hospital at Kilmainham, and having 
obtained Evidence and Returns bearing on the subject of the Inquiry entrusted to us, 
we proceed to state shortly the main facts derivable therefrom. 

The Royal Hospital at Kilmainham, for aged and maimed Officers and Soldiers Dunn, a and 10 . 
dismissed as unserviceable out of the Army serving in Ireland, was founded by Royal 
Charter of King Charles II. in 1679, and was opened in 1684. 

The cost of the erection of the Building, which was placed on Land assigned by the 
Crown for the purpose, was 23,5 59Z. 16s. 11 \d., and this sum, as well as the cost of the AppendixP . 
maintenance of the Establishment up to 1794, was defrayed out of Funds derived from a 
deduction of 6cZ. in the pound from the pay of persons on the Military List in the Kingdom 
of Ireland. From 1794 until the present time the Establishment has been supported by 
Parliamentary Grants, aided by the Revenue belonging to the Institution. 

The Parliamentary Grant in the Army Estimates for the year 1870-71 is 
6,548Z. 10s. 9d. ; the Revenue of the Hospital, which is derived from the Rent of Land Dunn, 4 to 7 . 
and other sources described in the Evidence, amounts to 462Z. a year, and is applied in 
aid of the Parliamentary Grant. 

The Land belonging to the Hospital was originally 64 acres, and its disposition is 
detailed in the Appendix. _ Appendix Y. 

The Hospital was constructed with a view to accommodate 300 In-Pensioners and Dunn, 3. 
the requisite Staff. This number was subsequently altered from time to time ; thus in 
1700 it was raised to 450, in 1729 it was reduced to 400, in 1838 to 200, and in 1854 
to 140, which is the existing Establishment. . 

At the time of our visit the number of In-Pensioners was 139, one vacancy having 
recently occurred. Their Nationalities and Religions were as follow : —

The admission to the In-Pension rests with the Governors, who are 23 in number, go. a to w. 
constituted as shown in the Evidence. A Board of Governors meets mommy to 
consider the cases of Candidates, which are previously examined by the Staff Omcers °* 

Pensioners and the Secretary, and by the latter submitted to the Board. A teener 
Meeting of the Board is held about once a year, at which appointments to the ©tan 0 
the Hospital are made, and the proceedings of the Monthly Boards are reviewe an Dunn, 81 92 .

> The following are the Qualifications for admission, prescribed by the Warrant 01 Appendix L, P . : 
1854, by which the Hospital is regulated : — 



“ The Candidate should not be less than 55 years of age, and have served 21 years 
“ in the Infantry, or 24 years in the Cavalry, where the claim to admission is preferred 
“ solely on account of age or long service. But in cases of. the loss of one or more 
"limbs, or severe bodily wounds, or other injuries or disabilities, the result 01 toreign 
“ service, disqualifying them from labour, the selection to be governed by the peculiar 
“ circumstances of the case. Good character, both in the Service and since discharged, 
“ to be an essential requisite ; and preference should at all times be given to those men 
“ who bear the best character, and have served the longest period.”

No Candidate is admitted unless liis Family (i£ lie have one) is provided for; and, 
in selecting men,, the Governors are mainly guided by the Age, Services, and state of 
health of the Candidates. . . 

As is the case at Chelsea, we find that men are sometimes admitted to Kilmainhan^, 
who are below the age fixed by the Warrant, for the purpose ot performing special duties, 
and of acting as servants to Officers ; and that if a man ceases to perform such special 
duties, he is not necessarily discharged from the Hospital. 

The average annual number of vacancies is 24. The average annual numbers of 
applications for admission and re-admission are 41 and 3 respectively, and. the average 
annual numbers admitted and re-admitted are 22 and 2 respectively. 

The average period of residence in the Hospital is about seven years. 

The age of the oldest In-Pensioner at present is 874-, tliat of tllc youngest 30-L 
the average 63, and the average ag’c on admission since 1st January, 1857, has been 56. 

The average number annually dismissed, and the average number who have annually 
reverted to the Out-Pension at their own request, since 1st January, 1856, have been 2 
and 6 respectively ; and 4 have been sent to Lunatic Asylums during the same period. 

The average annual number of deaths is 15, and the average age at death 65. 
During the period from 1st January, 1856, to 1st October, 1870, there was one case of 
suicide. 

The rates of Out-Pension surrendered on admission, from 1st January, 1857, to 
1st October, 1870, ranged between 2s. and 4t7. a-day; and the following were the 
most numerous rates surrendered during that period : —

the average rate surrendered being 9 d. 

The average annual total Expenditure upon the Establishment for the period from 
1st January, 1856, to 31st December, 1869, has been 9,543?. 19s. 2 ^d. ; and deducting 
therefrom the amount of the Out-Pensions surrendered, and other sums, as explained in 
the Appendix, the average annual actual Cost to the Public for 14 years has been 
6,5581. 10s. 4 id., or an average per In-Pensioner of 2s. 6§d. a-day. 

The average actual Cost to the Public of an In-Pensioner of Chelsea Hospital is 
2s. 2-34d. a-day. The larger expense at Kilmainham is accounted for by the fact that 
the Cost of the Secretary and his Clerk are included ; whereas in calculating the cost of 
the Chelsea In-Pensioners, the Salaries, &c., of the Secretary and his Department are 
charged to the Out-Pension. Moreover, the larger number of Inmates at Chelsea 
naturally leads to a diminution in the proportionate Cost of the charges for Staff, 
Superintendence, &c. 

The Warrant by which the numbers, duties, &c., of all connected with the Establish- 
ment are regulated, is dated 12th January, 1854, and the actual numbers of the present 
Staff and their Subordinates of all descriptions, are shown in the Appendix. 

With respect to the Captains of Invalids, it appears that they only partially perform 
the duties assigned to them by the Warrant. 

The Establishment of In-Pensioners, and the Staff, &c. connected therewith, occupy 
only a, portion of the main Building, a considerable part of the accommodation being 
appropriated to Staff Officers of the Army and their Offices, and to the Offices and Stores 
belonging to two Out-Pension Districts. 

The position of the Out-Pension Offices, &c., is stated to be inconvenient, and their 
removal to a more central position would be an advantage. 

. The Infirmary, which is a Building separate from the Hospital, contains accommo- 
dation for about 34 patients, and the average number of Inmates is from 28 to 30. 
Besides the Infirmary, a certain number of rooms in the Hospital Building are apprdj* 
printed for the accommodation of the older and more feeble men, under the care of the 
Surgeon. 

.... The Sm - geon has drawn our attention to the difficulty experienced in obtaining 
eligible Nurses. Their pay at present is Is. a day on appointment, and they receive one 
dress and apron a year. They are allowed fuel and light for an unfurnished room, hut 
receive no rations or other allowances. 

It is stated in the Evidence that no cases of complaint on any subject have occurred 
amongst the In-Pensioners, and the result of our Inspection was to convince us that the 
arrangements of the Hospital and Infirmary were throughout most satisfactory. 
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The condition of the men appeared to be one of complete contentment ; and we 
noticed amongst them a greater appearance of domestic comfort, and of attachment to 
the Institution, than we had observed at Chelsea, a circumstance which may, perhaps, be 
owin°- in some degree, to the arrangement by which the men are divided into parties 
-of five who live and mess together in one Room, whereas at Chelsea each man is 
practically isolated from his Comrades in a separate, and necessarily small, compartment. 

1 Of the In-Pensioners whom we questioned on the subject, the majority expressed a 
preference for a residence in the Hospital to leaving it with increased pension, and one 
or two of them stated that they considered that os. or 10s. a day would not compensate 
them for the loss of the benefits received in the Institution. 

On the other hand, the Staff Officer of Pensioners of the 1st Dublin Division, who 
has 1 004 Out-Pensioners in his District, stated that amongst this number there are Harris, 386 to 388. 
many old and feeble men who are eligible for admission, but that they do not think much Harris, 395, 396. 
about the Institution, as they prefer to keep the command of their Pensions. Hams, 403,404,422. 

We have ascertained that there are about 15,000 Out-Pensioners in Ireland. Of 
this number there are about 1,300 who are between 55 and 60 years of age, and about 
4 500 who are 60 years of age and upwards. About 2,000 have been rendered incapable Appendix n. 
of supplementing their Pensions by labour, in consequence of wounds or other disabilities 
contracted in and by the Service, and 78 are in Workhouses. 

The number of applications for admission to Kilmainham is already always in Dunn. 69. 
excess of the number of vacancies, and we consider that there is no doubt that, if the HanS^W 
advantages of the Institution were more generally known throughout the Country, Out-Penaioner K«n y 
the number of Candidates would be much more numerous than it now is. At present by ppen “ 
far the greater proportion of applications come from Out-Pensioners in the Dublin Bunn, 102 . 
District. „ . _ . _ , T . 

Having thus briefly recapitulated the leading features of the Evidence and Informa- 
tion we have obtained, we beg, in conclusion, to submit the following suggestions : 

1. We consider that the Captains of Invalids should (as recommended by us in the 

case of Chelsea Hospital) be considered as Inmates of the Hospital, rather than as part 
of the Executive Staff; and that in selecting Officers for these Berths, a preference 
should always be given to those suffering from wounds or other disability contracted in 
and by the Service. . . . e 

2. We recommend that the minimum age for admission, except in cases ot men 

admitted to perform special duties, or of men wounded or disabled in and by the Service, 
should be raised from 55* to 60. , . , 

3. We also, as in the case of Chelsea, consider that men who have been 

admitted for the performance of special duties, should, on their ceasing to perform 
such special duties, be discharged from the Hospital if still under the minimum age or 
admission. „ , , . , 0 

4. In consideration of the heavy and incessant nature of the duties of the Surgeon , 

and the excellent manner in which those duties are performed by the Officer at present 
holding the appointment, we are of opinion that he should be allowed, when he has com- 
pleted 20 years of Pull-Pay Service, the Rank and Pay of a Surgeon-Major under the 
Medical Warrant. „ . • , OT1 

5. We consider that the present emoluments of the Nurses are msu ei , 
we recommend that they should (as at Chelsea) receive, free of charge, a ha - o^p 

ration, and also that they should be provided with furniture in their rooms. _ ... w rm ... 

6. The ordinary Ration of the In-Pensioners is in some respects larger m quantity “ rte ^ 09i 313) 314 . 
than is necessary, and we are of opinion that alterations might with .advantage be 

made by reducing the quantity of meat and bread, and by introducing g penaixOG.) 
variety of dietary. . . . ___ h 

7. We also consider that the extra allowances to the men on special occasions, such 

as the Queen’s Birthday, St. Patrick’s Day, &c., should not be made as at present, Dy 
itaubling their Rations, but by the issue of some special article of diet, or y a 
allowance of money. . , , QO 

8. Though the Monastic character of the Establishment is not so decided as at Carte>346>347 
Chelsea, we are of opinion that our recommendation in regard to the admission 0 Watson, 2d5, 2 
wives of some of the In-Pensioners into that Hospital is also applicable to the cas 
Rilmainham, whilst the structure of the Building is much better suited to sue 
arrangement than that at Chelsea. 

* In the Committee’s previous Report, on Chelsea Hospital, the minimum age was erroneously stated as 50 
instead of 55. 
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9. Assuming that accommodation for the Officers, &e., of the two Out-Pension 
Districts is available elsewhere, we are prepared to recommend an increase in the number 
of Inmates. The additional accommodation which would he available if the Out-Pension 
Departments were removed would be equal to 40 single Quarters. 

10. With a view to diminish the increased expense attending such addition to the *- 
number of Inmates, we are of opinion that reductions might be made in the Staff of the 
Hospital, and the present Staff of Adjutant, Quartermaster, Secretary, and his Clerk, 
appear to offer the means of making some reduction of expense. In connection with this 
recommendation we beg to draw attention to a Minute banded to the Committee by 
Lieutenant-General Sir W. Mansfield, G.C.B., Master of the Hospital, which is printed in 
the Appendix. 

In conclusion, we would refer to the Return presented to Parliament on 26th May, 
1834, containing “ copies of papers respecting the proposed abolition of the In-Pension 
“ of Kihnainham Hospital,'’ which have an important bearing upon the subject referred 
to us. t 

We append a copy of a Warrant which has been brought to our notice since the 
date of our first Report, containing the authority for appropriating sums surrendered on 
sales of Commissions towards the cost of building the Royal Hospital at Chelsea. The 
amount derived from this source was about 1,8007., as shown in the Return (H) appended 
to our first Report. 

Having now completed the duty entrusted to us, we would state that in our Reports 
we have limited ourselves generally to a statement of the results of our Inquiry. 

In the cases in which we have considered it desirable to offer suggestions involving 
alterations of the present arrangements of the two Establishments, we have not con- 
sidered it within our province to enter into the details which would be required for giving 
effect to our suggestions, should they be adopted.

1. (Chairman.) You are Secretary and Treasurer 
to Kilmainham Hospital ? — I am.

1848, Clerk to the Secretary. 

8. Will you be good enough to tell the Committee 
the origin of this Hospital, and how it was first 
endowed ?— It was founded by Royal Charter in the 
36“ year of the reign of King Charles the Second 
(16/9) (vide Appenuxx A). It is built on land 
formerly belonging to the Prior of Kilmainham, Chief 
of the Order of the Knights of Jerusalem. This land, 
71 acres (Trish plantation measure), came to the Crown 
upon the suppression of the Order in the reign of King 
Henry the Eighth. It was re-granted by Queen Mary 
to one Sir Oswald Massinger by Letters Patent : but 
by an Act of the Second of Elizabeth the same was 
annexed to the Crown for ever, and continued in the 
Crown till King Charles the Second passed part of 
the lands, viz., 64 acres, for the use of the Hospital in 
Frank Almoign for ever (vide Appendix B, C) • 
the other part His Majesty granted in fee for 
ever to Sir John Temple, His Majesty’s Solicitor- 
General, for valuable consideration. By His Majesty’s 
Lettec, dated 270, October, 1679, (vide J„edli, 
D, E), “a deduction of 6d. in the 1 1. was ordered 
“ to he made from time to time out of all the pay

The Hospital 
was built and afterwards maintained out of the funds 
thus provided till the year 1794, when the deduction 
was put a stop to by the Government without any 
enactment for that purpose ; and from that time to 
Hie present the Establishment has been supported by 
Parliamentary grants. The total sum expended in 
building the Hospital, Infirmary, Gardens, Church- 
yard Walla, &c, was 23,5591. 16s. Hid. (vide 
The Hospital was opened in 
1684. . It was constructed with the view of accom- 
modatipg 300 men, with other apartments and offices. 
His Majesty King George the Second, by Royal 
Charter, dated 24th April, in the 31st year of his 
reign, confirmed to the Governors of the Hospital and ' 
then- Successors all lands, tenements, &c., granted to 
them by King Charles the Second (vide Appendix Or). 
In the year 1700 the number ol' the pensioners 
appears to have been 450, the maximum. In th e 
year 1729 the establishment was reduced, and fixe 
at 400. From that period till 1838 the numbers 
varied, never exceeding 400. In 1838 it w a3 reduced 
to 200, and m the year 1854, by Royal Warrant, it 
™“™ er reduced to 140, its present Establishment.. 

4. What are the sources of income ofi the Hospital ? 

ihe only piivate income is a sum 0 f about 4621. a 
year, -derivable from rent of landkt for grazing, 901.;. 
rent of land leased to War Office, BFjl. \ 5 S - interest on 
pm-cba.se money, Great Southern and Western Rail- 
way, 2961. j interest on 3691. 4s. Government Deben.- 
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tures and rent of fishery, 10/. Of tlie 64 acres granted 
to. the Governors for the u;e of the Hospital, 21 acres' 

2 ' roods and 7 perches were conveyed to the Great 
Southern and Western Railway under an Act of Par- 
lament some years ago. The purchase money, which 
amounted to 10,105/. 13s. is invested in the Govern- 
ment funds by the Court of Chancery, and the 
Governors receive half-yearly the interest, which 

amounts in the year to about 296/ 

5. How is the total income of 462/. disposed oi f — 
It is paid into the Bank of Ireland to the credit of 
the Governors, and it goes towards the reduction of 
the general expenses of the establishment. 

6. (Mr. Milton.) It is not expended in providing 
increased comforts to the men ? — No. 

(Chairman.) It goes in aid of the Parliamentary 
vote? — Yes. . . „ 

' 8. You have stated that the Hospital was originally 
constructed for the accommodation of 300 men, and 
that in the year 1700 the number accommodated was 
4&0. Was there any Royal Warrant or authority for 
that increase ?— No. It was assumed in the first in- 
stance that the number of disabled men for whom ac- 
commodation would be required would not exceed 300, 
but it was found that the number increased. In 
consequence the Governors gradually augmented the 
Establishment, so that in the year 1700 there were 
50 inmates. I find from the records there' was not 
room for all those entitled to admission, and conse- 
quently a number of men were allowed out-pensions. 
That was the .origin of the out-pension. 

9. (Mr. Talbot .) Was any addition made to the 
building in consequence of the increased number of 
admissions ?— No ; but it appears from the history of 
the Hospital, written by the Assistant Reader and 
Chaplain, that there were temporary buildings erected 
outsidethe Hospital about the year 1700 fortheaccom- 
modahion of the extra number admitted. 

10. (Chairman.) Was there always a limitation that 
the men admitted to the Hospital should he Irishmen ? 
— The Hospital was founded for the soldiers of 
the Army serving in Ireland. The Irish Army was a 
separate Establishment from the English Army at that 
time. It was for the Army on the Irish Establish- 
ment. 

IT. Not for men of Irish birth? — No ; for men 
belonging to the Irish Army. 

12. There were 450 pensioners in 1700 ? — Yes : and 
in 1729 the Establishment was reduced, and fixed- at 
400. 

' 13. Was that by Warrant ?— No, by tho Order of the 
Governors, for which they had authority under the 
Charter. 

T4. Have they that authority uow ? — No, the num- 
ber is- fixed by the Royal Warrant of 1854. 

15. In 1838 the number was reduced to 200! Was 
that by- Royal Warrant i —No ; that was by the order 
of the. Secretary at War. In the year 1834 there 
was an attempt made to hand over these build- 
ings to -the Ordnance Department. That attempt was 
resisted by Sir Hussey Vivian, the then Commander 
of the Forces here; there was a case submitted to 
the Law Officers of the Crown, who gave it as tlieir 
opinion that the Governors could not hand over the 
buildings to the Ordnance Department without an 
Act of Parliament, and the matter fell through. 
Pendingthe question of the abolition of the Hospital, 
admissions were stopped ; hut in 1 83S the Hospital was 
re-opened, and the number reduced to 200 by the 
Order of the Secretary at War or the Government. In 
the year 1854; by Royal Warrant, it was further re- 
duced to 140. 

16. - What proceedings took -place in Parliament be- 
tween 1834 and 1854 with regard to this Hospital ? — 
Hi the.year 1834 the matter wa3 not brought before 
Parliament, but a subsequent attempt was made to 
abolish the Hospital in 1853 when Mr. Butt obtained 
an Order of tbe House of Commons to Lave all the 
correspondence that took place between Sir Hussey 
Vivian and tbe Irish -Government and the Ordnance 
Office printed and laid before the House. 

17* What aotion did the House of Commons . take 



upon that ? — The motion to abolish the hospital fell Geo. F. Dunn. 
thr'O'tigh . The Conservative Gov'etfuAeUt or Party at z***- 
tbe time, of which Mr. Btttt was a member, opposed 20 OcF. 1870. 
it. Mr. Butt being connected with Dublin; took a- 
great interest in the Institution. 

18. Consequent upon that motion, was any altera- 
tion made by the Government in the constitution of 
the hospital? — In the year 1854 the number of in- 
penstoners was reduced to 140 by Royal 1 Warrant. 

19. Is that the first instance of any reduction or 
alteration in the Establishment being made by Royal 1 - 
W arrant ? — No ; there was a Royal Warrant in De- 
cember 1845 j P was some thing similar to the Warrant 
of 1854 (vide Appendix H). 

20. Was it to reduce the number of in-pensionefs? 

— No ; it still left the number at u00, but it reduced’ 
some of the staff appointments 

21. (Colonel Egerton.) W as any reason’ put forward 
for the reduction in 1854? — At that time" we could' 
not keep up the number to 200. 

22. (General Sir Charles Yorke.) You‘ had not ap- 
plications enough ? —We had not application's enough: 

23. (Mr. Talbot.) Was that tli'e reason of the re- 
duction in 1838 ? — Yes. 

24. Not from any disinclination to vote money ? —

25. (Chairman.) Tn 1854 the Royal Warrant fixed 
the Establishment at 140 ? — Yes. 

26. And what Staff ?— A greatly reduced Staff. 

27. What was the Staff before the Warrant of 185#, 
and what was the reduced Staff under that Warrant ?— 

By the Royal Warrant of 18-15 there was a Master at- 
a salary of 300/. a-yeat, and an allowance’ of 118/: a- 
year for his garden. H e was also allowed fiirnished- 
apurtments, coach-house and stabling according to 
the number of horses; for which' he- was allowed 
forage, 30 tons of coals; and 200 lbs. of candles. 
Deputy-Master at a sal my of 300/;, who- was also 
allowed furnished apartments, coach-house and stabling

There is an 
allowance of 260/. to the Commissioners or Governors, 
to cover the expense of employing in-pensioners in the 
performance of the duties of chapel clerk, waterman 
and armourer, lodge-keepers, and so on. 

31 . That is to pay men for performing certain duties 
in the Hospital ? — Yes. 

32. An increase of pay, in short, to certain in- 
pensioners ? — Yes, for duties performed in the Estab- 
lishment. 

33. (Mr. Milton.) The corresponding item in 1845 
was 620/. ? — Yes ; but that included nurses and 
washing. The in-pensioners are not to exceed 140, 
viz., one serjeant-major at 2s. 6 d. a-day ; six company 
serjeants, at 8 d. a-day ; six corporals, at 4<Z. a-day ; 
four drummers, at 3d. a-day ; 10 privates, 1st class, 
at 2d. a-day ; 20 privates, 2nd class, at 1 \d. a-day, 
and 93 privates, 3rd class, at Id. a-day — the whole 
amounting to 390/. 17$. lcZ. per annum, to be victualled, 
lodged, and clothed according to the established rules 
of the house. These are the only persons who are 
victualled now ; formerly the Captains of Invalids 
were also. 

34. Is the Warrant o 1854 the last Warrant 1 — 
Yes. 

35. By that Warrant the Establishment is now 
fixed ? — It is. 

36. Will you put in a copy of that Warrant ? 
(Tho same teas handed in , vide Appendix I.) 

37. According to that Warrant the Chaplain i3 to 
have 200/., but he is paid 250/., is he not ?— Yes ; 
he was appointed before 1854. 

38. He is at present receiving 250/., but under the 
‘Warrant of 1854 his successor will receive only 200/. ? 

Yes ; the other 501. goes to the Homan Catholic 
Clergyman. 

39. (Chairman.) Are you up to your Establishment 
now ? — Yes ; and have been for many years. 

40. Do 140 men fill your hospital ? — No. 

41. What number could you accommodate in the 
Hospital ? — 1 here have been 400 accommodated in it. 

42. (Mr. Milton) Without additional buildings ? — 
Yes ; many of the rooms are now occupied by Staff 
Officers and Offices ; the out-pensioners’ Establishment 
also has a number of rooms. Unless these rooms were 
vacated, I do not think you could accommodate 
more than 140. 

43. A large proportion of the accommodation of the 
Hospital is appropriated to purposes not contemplated 
when it was founded ? — It is. 

44. You mean that there is not room for more pen- 
sioners than you have now, so long as a large proportion 
of the Hospital is appropriated to other purposes ; but 
if all the accommodation of the Hospital were appro- 
priated to the purpose for which it was originally 
provided, there would be room for 400 pensioners ?— 
Yes, perhaps not for 400, having regard to modem 
sanitary improvements. 

45. How many of the pensioners now in the Hospital 
are in the Infirmary ? — By this morning’s report, 27. 

46. (Mr. Talbot.) How many would the infirmary 
hold ? — Between 30 and 40, 1 should think. 

47. (Chairman.) What are the ages of the pensioners 
at present in the Hospital ? — Between the a<*es of 30 
and 40 there are 4 men; between 40 and°50, 28; 
between 50 and 60, 21 ; between 60 and 70, 36 ; 
between 70 and 80, 39; between 80 and 90 11- 
total, 139. There were 140 on the 1st of the month • 
one man has been dismissed since. The average age 
of the men at present in the house is 63 years. I 
have a return showing the ages on admission since 
1357 (vide Appendix J). 

48. What is the average number of appb'cations 
which you have in the year ?— 44. I have a return, 
similar to that given in the case of Chelsea, showing 
from the 1st of January, 1856, to October 1870, the 



number of applications for admission to in-pension 
the number admitted to in-pension, the number of 
applications for re-admission, and the number re-ad- 
mitted after having left. (The same was handed in 
vide Appendix K). 

49. (Colonel Egerton.) What is the average number 
of vacancies in a year? — 24. I have a Beturn 
showing the number of in-pensiouers who have died 
from the 1st of January, 1856, to October 1870, showing 
the ages at which they died, from which it appears that 
the average number of deaths per annum is 15-AV 
and the average ago is 65 T ^. (The same was handed 
in, vide Appendix L.) 

50. What is the average number of dismissals ? 

%frr P er annum. I have a Eeturn of the number of 
men discharged from the Hospital from the 1st of 
January, 1856, to October 1870. (The same was 
handed in, vide Appendix M.) 

51. (Chairman.) What is the course of proceeding 
adopted when a man applies for admission into the 
Hospital ? — When a man applies personally, he is first 
asked to produce his instruction papers and other 
documents. He is asked his regiment, rank, name, 
pension, age, service, foreign service, character on dis- 
charge, the cause of his discharge, his family, and how 
they are provided for, and the District in which ho 
was last paid his pension. Ho is also asked if he 
has had any war service, and whether he has been 
wounded or bas any Medals, lliis is all noted, and 
his papers are examined to see if they confirm his 
statement ; his case is then referred to the Staff 
Officer of Pensioners in the building. 

52. Are the cases of men not within his District 
referred to him ? — I am speaking of men who reside 
within the Dublin District. I keep thoso distinct from 
applications from the country. I have here a form of 
queries sent to the Staff Officer of Pensioners (handing 
in the same, vide Appendix N.) The man receives 
a paper in which his name, Regiment, rate of pension, 
age, service, foreign service, and the cause of his dis- 
charge are entered, and he is desired to attend at the 
Infirmary the next morning and present that paper to 
the Physician and Surgeon, who examines him, and 
sends to me a Report as to his present state of health. 

53. ' To whom does he make the appplication in the 
first^ instance ? — To me. On applying to me he 
receives a form and goes with it to the Doctor, who 
examines him, and returns to me the paper accompanied 
with a Report as to the state of health of the man. 

54. After that what happens 1 — I enter the Reports 
of the Staff Officer of Pensioners, and the Physician 
and Surgeon, and bring the case before the next 
meeting of Governors. A meeting of tho Governors 
takes place once a month. 

. 55. Supposing you had ten applications for admis- 
sion to the Hospital, and there were only five vacancies, 
do you submit to the Governors of the Hospital the 
ten applications for them to select the men to fill up the 
five vacancies ? — Yes, I submit them all, and from 
time to time they are re-submitted according as 
vacancies occur. When the men make a second appli- 
cation to me, I tell them that their names are 
retained on the list of applicants, and that their claims 
will be submitted from time to time a? vacancies 
occur. 

• yP’Jff 3 "' -^Tilton.) When the the list of applicants 
is laid before the Governors, do those who have 
applied first have the preference ? — No, the Governors 
are guided in their selection by the men’s service, and 
state of health. 

.57. I see in one case a man is returned as having a 
wife and three children. Are any enquiries made as to 
tlie family is provided for in case he is admit- 
ted . ■ I find that he stated that two children were 
provided for by his wife’s uncle. Unless that was 
confirmed by the wife’s unde, or the wife herself 
stated it, the man would not be admitted. 

58. Is he called upon to prove that he has provided 
for his wife ? — Yes, no man is admitted unless he can 
prove that he has provided for his wife. 

59. (Chairman.) Is the amount of his pension 
considered ?— The rules laid down by the Royal 
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Warrant of 1854, for the guidance of the Governors 
in admitting applicants are these “ That each Candi- 
date should not be less than 55 years of age, and 
“ have served 21 year's in the Infantry, or 24 years in 
“ the Cavalry, where the claim to admission is pre- 
“ ferred solely on account of age or long service ; but 
^“in cases of candidates applying on account of the 
« ] oss of one or more limbs, or severe bodily wounds, 

“ or other injuries or disabilities, the result of foreign 
« service, disqualifying them from labour, the selection 
“ to be governed by the peculiar circumstances of the 
“ case, without reference to the period of service or 
« a <ve of the applicant. Good character both in the 
“ service and since discharged to be an essential 
" requisite.” j 

60. Is there no limitation as to their being Irishmen 
by birth ? — No, the fact of their residing aud drawing 
their pension in Ireland is sufficient. 

61. Have you in fact any Englishmen on the 
Establishment? — There are 7 Englishmen, 3 Scotch- 
men, and 129 Irishmen. 

62. Were the 7 Englishmen and 3 Scotchmen 
resident in Ireland ? — Yes. 

63. You say the Governors meet once a month : are 
no applicants admitted during the interval? — No. 
Pensioners receive their pensions in advance; they 
have already been paid their pension up to the end of 
the month, so that they could not be admitted in the 
interval. They are selected at the Board Meeting for 
admission on the 1st of the following month. 

64. What is the course followed with respect to 
applications from the Country Districts ? — When I re- 
ceive an application I acknowledge the receipt of it, 
and send a printed form to the Staff Officer of Pen- 
sioners to be filled up, — a form similar to that used at 
Chelsea. ( Form lianded in, vide Appendix 0.) 

65. (Mr. Talbot.) Is preference given to men who 
have large pensions ? — Men who have large pensions 
have generally long service, and often wounds. The 
Governors frequently refuse men at Is. a day because 
their claim is merely on account of age and service. 
Preference may be given to a man with 6 d. a day 
pension, who is very old and has seen active service in 
the field. 

66. ( Colonel Egerton.) Preference is given to men 
disabled in the service ? — Yes. In the printed form 
it is required to he stated whether the disability was 
the result of service. 

67. (Chairman.) With the exception of your send- 
ing that form to the Staff Officer of Pensioners in 
the out-district, the course followed with regard to 
applications for admission from the Country is the 
same as that followed with regard to applications 
from the Dublin District ? — Yes. 

68. (Mr. Milton.) When men are admitted from 
the country, is any allowance made them for their 
expenses up to Dublin ? — Yes ; they get their expenses 
by Parliamentary train ; there is an annual allowance 
of 151. granted by War Office authority for that pur- 
pose. 

69. (Colonel Egerton .) Do you take any means to 
inform country pensioners of the advantages of the 
Institution ? — No ; we have always had a number 
of men on our list in excess of our vacancies. 

70. (Chairman.) How many men are there on the 
list now waiting for admission? — I think about 22. 

71. (Mr. Milton ) By the Return you have handed 
in, it appears that during the last three years only half 
the number of appb’cants have been admitted, the 
number of applications being 121, and the number ad- 
mitted being 67. Are not the remainder still on your 
list of applicants ? — No ; some of them have died ; a 
great many have withdrawn their applications ; and 
some are not eligible. 

72. (Chairman.) How many vacancies are there at 
present ? — Only one, which has occurred since the 1st 
of this month. 

73. "What is the age of the oldest man in the Hos- 
pital ? — 87-j^, and the youngest 30-Jj. 

74. What are the circumstances of the case of that 
young man ? — He has always been in the Infirmary 
since his admission to the Hospital. It was a pecu- 



liar case. He was in consumption, and he had seen Qeo.F.Dvnn. 
a good deal of service in the field. 

75. (Mr. Milton.) Can you produce any paper by Got. 1870. 
which his admission is sanctioned by the Governors ? 

— The order of the Board is contained in this Re- 
gister of the Proceedings of the Committee. 

76. (Chairman.). When was the last Meeting of 
the Committee ? — The last Monday of last month. 

77. How many were present ?— Colonel Armstrong, 

Colonel Nugent, and Colonel Fell owes. 

78. What business was transacted ?— The Minutes 
are not entered yet. 

79. (Colonel Egerton.) Do not the Governors sign 
any warrant for the admission of a man to the hos- 
pital ? — No ; they merely order. The Governors’ 

Order is marked on the list. 

80. By the Secretary? — Yes; but the selection is 
made by the Governors. All applicants, except those 
who come from the Country, appear personally before 
the Governors. 

81. (Chairman.) How many Governors of the Hos- 
pital are there? — 23, 13 of whom are Acting 
Governors. The following were appointed by the 
Charter : The Lord-Lieutenant, the Lord Primate, 
the Lord Chancellor, the Archbishop of Dublin, the 
Duke of Ormond and his heirs male, the Chief 
Justice of the Queen’s Bench, the Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas, the Chief Baron of the Exchequer, 
the Secretary of State, the Master for the time being. 

Those were the ex-officio Members; the Military 
Members appointed were the Colonel of the Guards, 
the Marshi of the Army, the Master of Ordnance, 
the Commissary of Horse, the Major-General of 
Foot of the Army, the Master-General of the 
Army, the Captain of Yeomen of the Guard, the 
Captain of Troop of Guards, the Colonel of Regi- 
ment of the Guards, who were to continue as 
Governors so long as they continued in office. 

By the Charter it was provided “that the same 
“ Governors and their successors shall for ever 
“ stand incorporated to have a continuance for ever 
“ by the name of the Governors of the Hospital of 
“ Ring Charles the Second, &c., &c., and that by the 

same name they may have a perpetual succession." 

The ex-officio Governors remain at the present time 
precisely the same, with the exception of the Duke of 
Ormond, whose title is extinct, and the Secretary of 
State, for whom is substituted the Chief Secretary for 
Ireland. With respect to the other Governors, 
according as they ceased to hold the appointments, 
successors to them were named. The first of these 
elections took place on the 8th of November, 1707, 
and they have since regularly continued till the present 
time. The present elected Governors are Major-General 
Newton, Commanding Dublin Garrison; Major-General 
Wardlaw, Commanding Cavalry Brigade; Colonel 
Armstrong, Deputy Adjutant- General ; Colonel Hayow, 

Deputy Quartermaster- General ; Colonel C. E. Ford, 
Commanding Royal Engineer ; Colonel Budd, Inspect- 
ing Field Officer ; Colonel C. L. Nugent, Deputy Judge 
Advocate ; Colonel Radcliffe, Commanding Royal 
Artillery ; Colonel Fellowes, Assistant Military Secre- 
‘ tary; Lieutenant- Colonel St. George Nugent Assistant 
Quartermaster-General ; Lieutenant-Colonel YV ynyard, 
Commandant Royal Hibernian Military bchool ; and 
Captain Carter, Brigatle-Majov. The Otate grants 
certain powers to the Governors. The folio wmg are 
Resolutions passed by a Board of Governors on toe 
28th of April, 1783 " Resolved unanimously, tnat 
“ the right of appointing a Reader, Deputy Reader, or 
« any other Officer of the Board is in the Governors

89. ( Colonel Egerton .) In what year was the award- 
ing of out-pensions by the Governors of Kilmainham 
Hospital done away with? — At the opening of Netley 
Hospital. 

90. (Mr. Milton.) AVas any diminution in the 
Secretary's office made when Netley Hospital was 
established? — No. 

91. (Mr. Talbot.) AVhat number constitutes a 
quorum at the meetings of the Governors? — Three 
of the Committee, seven of the Board. 

92. (Chairman ) What has been the average attend- 
ance of the Members the last twelve months ? — 3A 
at each meeting. 

93. Have you any information to give the Com- 
mittee with respect to the Master and Deputy-Master ? 
—I have a memorandum relative to the appointments, 
compiled from the Records. The first Master was 
appointed by the Charter, and all successive Masters 
have been appointed by the Board of Governors, agree- 
ably to the Charter. The Masters, until 1782, were 
appointed from decayed Officers of the House.” On 
the 18 th of .June, 1782, Lieutenant-General Sir John 
Burgoyne Comniander-in-Chief of Her Majesty’s 
Forces in tins Kingdom, was appointed Master ; and 
since that time the Commander of the Forcei has been

6d. a-day, and another man, a Waterloo 
soldier, is receiving 6:1. a-day, would they admit the 
6d. a-day man in preference to the Is. fi d. a-day man? 
— If the Is. 6d. a-day man was below the age of 55 
they certainly would. 

100. (Mr. Milton.) In the case of one of these 
applications I see the applicant states, “ I was anxious 
“ to get in, if only to get away from a worthless 
“ drunken sister, whom. I have been maintaining for 
“ several years past ’ would that be considered a circum- 
stance in his favour ?— No ; his claims were sufficient 
without that. 

101. Then there is an application from a pensioner

I. Dm *. to put the furniture of the Master and Deputy-Master 
20 Oct. 1870 48 P art b ^ e expenses of the Institution, because if 
they were not supplied with apartments and furniture 
they would receive lodging allowance as Army Officers 
according to their Rank. The charge for “Main- 
tenance, &c.,” also includes the expense of maintaining 
the Military Road which extends from the Hospital to 
the Railway Station ; this road so far belongs to the 
Hospital that we prevent funerals and drays and 
wagons passing along it. The Building fell into 
disrepair, and the Board of Works have been gra- 
dually renewing it ; that has increased their Esti- 
mates for the last few years ; for instance, there are 
several rooms newly boarded every year, also several 
of the windows taken out and new ones put in, and 
other general repairs. 

_ 143. (Mr. Milton.') With regard to Contracts, when 
did the rise in price that you referred to take place ? 
— Prices have been gradually rising the last ten 
years. 

144. (Chairman.) Are you supplied with provisions 
from year to year by the same contractors ? — No, we 
vary them occasionally. 

145. Eor how long do you make your Contracts? — 
Eor six months. 

146. What is your meat Contract now ? — 7^d. a lb. 
including chops for the infirmary. I think the beef 
is without bone, but net the mutton. I believe 
the Contractor has to supply so many legs of mutton 
in the week. 

147. (Colonel Eger ton.) Did you find that the last 
Contract which you took was cheaper than the one 
you took previously ?— No ; I think ahout the same, 
if not dearer. 

148. (Mr. Milton.) What special requirements are 
made with regard to your supply of meat ? — Ox or 
heifer beef and wether mutton are supplied; and the 
following are extracts from the Particulars of the Con- 
tract : — 



The beef and mutton for the Officers of the Establish 
ment to be the prime parts of the carcass, and they are to 
have the privilege of choosing the joints. 

The beef to be furnished for the Ron-Commissioned 
Officers and Soldiers is to consist of the lap and round, 
Jnnd quarter, without bone, udder, or coarse ends. 

. Mutton for the Non-Commissioned Officers and Privates 
“ to be delivered in the carcass, having the feet, head, and 
first joint of the neck cut off, and without suet or liver on 
the inside. 

The meat to he examined by the Quartermaster upon 
delivery, who will have the power of rejecting the whole or 
any part thereof that shall be deemed of inferior quality 
and of purchasing an equal quantity with that rejected, at 



the expense of the Contractor if not replaced by him 
within two hours after rejection ; and in like manner to 
purchase, at the expense of the Contractor, any quantity of 
meat that he shall neglect to deliver for the space of 
twenty-four hours after it has been ordered. 

149. (Chairman.) Have you any other Returns to V 
hand in ? — I have a memorandum relative to the 
Lands, accounting for the 64 acres (handing in the 
same, vide Appendix Y.) I have also a return showing 
the numbers in the Hospital on the 1st of January in 
each year (handing in the same, vide Appendix Z), 
and a return showing the pensioners fit for 
Hospital duty at the ages specified in the Return 
(handing it in, vide Appendix A A ). 

150. (Mr. Talbot.) Did I rightly understand you 
to say in answer to a question of mine that if the 
accommodation in the House had not been curtailed 
there would not have been a great many more Candi- 
dates for admission ?— If the number of the Establish- 
ment was increased from 140 we should very likely 
send circulars to the Staff Officers of Pensioners telling 
them that such was the case, and giving them a state- 
ment of the advantages of the Institution. 

151. Would not the result of that he a largely 
increased number of applications ? — We would receive 
a large number of applications no doubt from the 
country districts, where I do not believe the advan- 
tages of the Institution are generally known by the 
Pensioners. 

_ 152. (Chairman.) In short, you have more applica- 
tions now than you can find room for ? — Yes, from 
Dublin alone. 

153. What are the duties of the Whitster? — To 
superintend the nui'Res, to see that they perform their 
duties, and also to superintend the washing in the 
Hospital. It was intended that the washing should 
be done by women in the Hospital, hut it was found 
that it could be done much cheaper, and that it would 
entail less trouble upon the Institution, to have it 
done by Contract. We have a laundry building, and 
have . made a Contract with a person to do the 
washing at 5\d. per week per man. 

154. (Mr. Milton.) The Whitster has no duties 
now in the laundry? — She merely goes there and 
superintends the handing over the soiled linen to the . 
laundress. 

155. Is she chiefly employed as Head Nurse?— 
Yes. 

156. (Mr. Talbot.) Does she receive the allowances 
provided for in the Warrant ?— Yes. 

157. (Colonel Egerton.) She really has substantial 
duties to perform?— She has.

158. (O, iairnan.) How long Lave you been Adjutant 
at Kumamnam ? — Two yearn. 

159. What are your duties ? — I have to go down in 
the morning and mount the guard, to ascertain whether 
there are any prisoners, to receive any reports, if there 
are any, to communicate with the Commanding Officer 
in respect of dealing with defaulters, to parade the men 
at dinner every day, and see that all are present and 



rightly dressed, to parade them for church on Sunday, 
and maintain discipline as well as I can amongst them. 
In the event of any serious offence, such as drunken- 
ness (of which I have known but few cases) I have to 
reffir them to the Deputy-Master ; but for any slight 
default, I am allowed to adjudicate the punishment 
myself, to give them three days in the Hall. I might 
give them six days, always communicating with the 
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Deputy-Master. In consequence of a representation 
made many years ago, that some of the old men were 
not able to eat their food all at once, they were allowed 
to take it to their rooms and eat it there, and the 
punishment is to make the men eat it in the Hall. 
v 160. The man tabes his own dinner away in his 
tin can ? — Yes. .... 

161. Those who are too old to fetch their dinner 
have it carried to them ?— There are two or three 
whose dinners are carried to them — those are the men 
who are on the doctor’s list. 

162. What number of men mount guard? — We 
have only six who mount guard, and a non-commis- 
sioned officer. Wc have one sentry to prevent 
nuisances being committed, but in the event of the 
day being wet he is not obliged to go out. Another 
stands in the Hall to see that no irregularity is com- 
mitted. and to take charge of prisoners if necessary. 

163. During what hours of the flay do they mount 
guard V— From 10 in the morning till 6 in the summer, 
and from 10 till 4 in the winter. We have no guard 
after that. 

164. When do you parade the men ? — At the 
dinner hour, and on Sunday for church. We have 
uo further parade except on special occasions. 

165. Yousayyouhave to see that the men are rightly 
dressed ; how are they required to be dressed ? —From 
the 1st of May to the 1st of November (unless the 
Commanding Officer authorized the change earlier on 
account of severe weather) the red coat is worn ; from 
he 1st of November to the 1st of May the blue coat 

is worn. 

166. With a cap, the cocked hat being worn on 
grand occasions ? — The cocked hat is never worn 
except on guard mounting, or at funerals. They do not 
go out in the cocked hat. 

167. Nor go to church in it ? — No. 

168. You parade the men for church? — I parade 
the whole of the men at half-past 9, which is the time 
at which they have to go to the chapel. We have 93 
Roman Catholics, but to make the parade all at one 
time we parade the whole, and then the Episcopalians 
fall out, after I have inspected them to see that they 
are properly dressed. The Homan Catholics march 
away, and the Episcopalians go to their rooms, and come 
into church of their own accord. In addition to the 
duties devolving upon me, which I have already men- 
tioned, the duties assigned to the Captains of Invalids 
have to he performed by me, when from sickness or 
other causes they cannot perform tliem themselves. 
These duties consist in inspecting the rations of the in- 
pensioners, visiting the men’s rooms to ascertain that all 
is clean and regular, and to see the men paid their 
money weekly. The men living in the house are paid 
in the Hall, and those who are under medical treat- 
ment are paid in the Infirmary. At present one of 
the Captains is on leave, and the other is on the sick 
list. 

169. Besides this guard-mounting, are there any 
special duties that any in-pensioners have to perform r 
— There is an orderly for the Quartermaster, aud there 
are three drummers who act as policemen ; they are 
termed drummers, and have their pay as such — 3d. a 
day instead of, Id. 

170. What are their duties? — To prevent any un- 
authorized persons entering; to see that no one is 
prowling about the passages. There is rather a low 
set living in the vicinity of the Hospital, and those 
drummers are for the purpose of preventing petty 

^ thefts. 

171. Are they on duty the whole day? — The greater 
part of the day. 

172. All three ? — No ; one every third day is free. 

173. Are they the sentries you just referred to ? — 
No ; they are in addition to the sentries. They are not 
confined to one place ; they go round about. 

. .174. Are they pensioners ? — Yes. 

175. What aged men are they? — One about 44, 
Mother 46, and the other between 60 and 70. 

176. Was the youngest man brought in specially to 
perform the duties because he was a strong man ? — I 



do not think he was brought in specially for that pur- Captain and 
pose. He is deaf. Adjutant 

177. Besides the orderly to the Quartermaster, and McOtU. 

the drummers, are there any men doing special duties 91 nTTla-jn 
who get special pay for doing those duties?— Yes, the UCt ' 

following : one in charge of galleries, one chapel clerk, 

one messenger, one watchman, one hospital orderly, 
one Hall keeper, two cooks, three porters, two assis- 
tant cooks, one in charge of burial ground, one in 
charge of gas meters, one in charge of aims, one lodge- 
keeper, two barbers. Ten of the above are married 
and have their wives living near the Hospital. 

178. Those men are all pensioner’s ?— Yes. 

179. And all receiving extra pay ? — Yes ; receiving 
sums varying from 6d. to Is. The drummers have 3d. 
instead of id. ; the gate-keepers have 6d. extra pay ; 
the cook iu the kitchen has 9d. ; the waterman has Is.; 
and the chapel clerk has Is. 

180. When a man gets drunk, for instance, what do 
you do with him ? — We should perhaps put him in the 
Hall. Offences are entered in a book. 

181. (Mr. Talbot.) Have many been dismissed lor 
misconduct ? — Seven since I have been here. 

182. What were they dismissed for? — One for as- 
saulting the police ; one for drunkenness and filthy 
habits — he was an imbecile, and should not have been 
in the place at all ; another (who was a cripple and 
paralysed, Laving been in the Infirmary all the time) 
was dismissed for being drunk three times within a 
fortnight ; another man was dismissed for selling his 
necessaries ; another for being absent 126 bours, which 
was six hours beyond the five days ; another man (who 
was supposed to be insane, or feigning madness) was 
dismissed for insubordination; and another for in- 
solence and disobedience of orders. That book will 
give the names of all those who have been ex- 
pelled. 

183. What is the average number of dismissals in 
the course of the year ? — There have been more dis- 
missed the last two years than for a long time before ; 

I should think they did not exceed 2| ; that would be 
about 17 in 8 years ; but within "the last two years 
there have been seven dismissed. 

183o. What are generally the grounds upon which 
the in-pensioners apply to revert to the out-pension ? 

—The reason usually assigned is that they “ have got 
“some light work outside”; sometimes that they 
“ are going to their own place, to then- friends.” Of 
the latter class a considerable number subsequently 
apply for re-admission to the Hospital. Upwards^ of 
two-thirds of the applications to leave the Hospital 
are given in between the months of April and Sep- 



temoer. 

184. (Chairman.) At what time do the men get up, 
and at what time do they go to bed ?— They get up at 
seven and go to bed at nine. The curfew is at eight, 
and they are supposed to he in at that time. Lights 
are out at teu in summer and at nine iu winter. 

185. What liberty do the men have with regard to 
going into the town?— Unless on duty, they are 
allowed to go into the town every morning after break- 
fast, which is at eight o’clock. Every man must be in 
at dinner or he is reported absent, and he must be in 
in the evening by nine in the summer, and by eight in 



186. Except that they are required to be m at those 

tour’s, the men have perfect liberty?— Yes. 

187. What leave can you give them ?— 1 can give 

hem leave till the following morning. H a inan is 
ibsent beyond 12 o’clock, the next day I let the Com- 
nanding Officer know. It is very rarely that any 
eave is asked beyond 12 o’clock ; they generally ask at 
firmer time for leave for an horn- or two hours, and if 
here is nothing against them no objection is made to 
heir having the leave. „ ... ,, , . 

188. Are the old men who have famihesallowed to 
;ake their rations out of the Hospital ?— We have 13 
nen who have wives and families in the vicinity who 
ire allowed to take their rations out. 

189. (Mr. Milton.) Is the ration larger than is 
xecessary for the health of the man himself ?— Unless 
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Captain and in the case of a strong man, I think it is more than 
Adjutant an old man could consume.

_ and families into the Hospital ? — No objection is made 
l uct. / . ^ £h e j r w j ves visiting them, or their children. 

191. When they so come to visit them, are they 
allowed to partake of the rations?— Ido not know 
that that is ever done. If a man’s wife or his child 
came and partook of his ration in his room, I do not 
think there would he any objection to it. 

192. {( olonel Egerton.) Do you think there is no 
fear of the men selling their rations for drink when 
they take them out? — No, I do not think they 
would be likely to do that. 

193. {Chairman.) If any of the pensioners have 
any complaints to make, I suppose they make them to 
you ? — Yes. 

194. Do you have many complaints ? — Not many ; 
sometimes the men make frivolous complaints against 
one another; some of the old fellows are childish, and 
they have quarrels with each other, and one complains 
to me that he has been abused by so and so. 

195. Do you ever have any complaints of the dis- 
cipline of the Hospital ? — I never heard any. 

196. Nor of the regulations ? — No. 

197. {Mr. Milton.) Norof the natureof the rations? 
— They sometimes say the mutton is very fat. I have 
never had a single complaint of anything of the kind. 

198. ( Chainnan ) You think the men are con- 
tented and perfectly satisfied with their treatment in 
the Hospital ? — I not only think so, but I am certain 
of it. 

199. Do you think they would prefer remaining in 



the Hospital to going away with a small increase of 
out-pension ?— I do not know about that ; I think a 
great number would go anywhere for a little change if 
they had a little increase of pension, but I do not 
think it would be for their benefit. 

200. Have you ever heard any of the men complain v 
that this Hospital separates them from their wives and 
families? — No. We had a man come in the other 
day, having a wife and a daughter, who had Is. 5\d. a 
day pension. He is an old man of 86. 

201. Where arc his wife and daughter? — Near 
Carlow. 

203 {Mr. Milton) How are they supported ?— 
They have means of their own, I believe. He was a 
man requiring constant care ; being an old and infirm 
man, 1 suppose he knew that he would get better 
attendance here than he would get outside. 

203. {Chairman.) Is he in the Infirmary ?• No he 

is going aoout. 

204. How many of the 139 now in the Hospital 
are fit for duty? — 44 altogether', besides the non- 
commissioned officers. Wo have 3 serjeants, 3 cor- 
porals, 3 drummers, and 44 other's. 

205. The remainder being entirely unfit for duty ? 

— I have not taken into account those beyond the a"e 
of 60, but there are many over the age of 60 who 
might he put on guard, or who might act as orderlies. 

206. How many are bed-ridden ?— We have on the 
average 21 in the Infirmary, ancl somewhere about 9 
always on the flags, as wo term it ; meu who can just 
move about, and are not fit for anything. There are 
30 than we can never calculate upon being otherwise 
than having to be always cared for.

210. What furniture ? — The furniture of the men’s 
rooms. 

211. No other furniture except connected with the 
Establishment ? — Only that. 

212. The in-pensioners and the Captains ? — No; the 
Captains have not furnished quarters; I have nothing 
to do with them. 

213. You do not make the contracts ? — No ; I have 
nothing to do with the contracts except signin'* the 
bond after the contracts have been accepted. 

214. You have to see that the meat is good, and so 
on ? — Yes. I am every morning in the kitchen when 
the provisions are put in, and in the Hall at dinner 
hour. 

215. It is your duty to see that the meat is ot goo 
quality ? — Yes, aud sufficient in quantity ; and that 
the bread is good, and all the provisions. 

216. Will you give us the cost of the clothing and 

the food of each pensioner, and the particulars of the 

clothing, the food, and the necessaries for each man ? 

I have here a Return giving those particulars {hantl.ng 
it in, vide Appendix BB). 

217. Is the blue coat a great coat ? — It was a great 
coat some years ago, but it has been converted into a 
frock coat. The blue jacket is a jacket with sleeves, 
of the same material as the body of the jacket which 
the' men wear in the winter under the blue coat, and 
which they can wear in the summer as a fatigue jacket . 

218. Do you ever have any complaints with regard 
to the clothing — as to the nature of the dress, or any- 
thing of that kind ? — No. 

219. Dp the old men like it ?— Yes. I never heard 
any complaints about the dress. I consider n a com 
fprtable dress for an old man. Lately there has been 
some change proposed to he made in the dress, which 
the men appear to like very much. Some of the men 
have been fitting on the pattern, which has been ap- 



proved of by the Governor's, and which will he sup- 
plied in the next contract. 

220. A cliaDge in the shape ? — Yes. It is a mote 
comfortable coat from being made double-breasted, of 
better material, and the style improved. 

221. {Colonel Egeilon.) Do you consider that the 
dress is sufficiently warm for any weather? — Quite; 
because in the summer they can leave the jacket off, 
and wear it under the coat in winter. 

222. (Mr. Milton.) How is the bedding supplied?— 
By the Board of Works. When I find at the 
monthly inspection that any article wants renewing, I 
send a Return to the Governors, which is sent off 
to the Board of Works ; and in place of all worn-out 
articles we get new ones. The Hoard of Works supply 
all the furniture, including the bedding. 

223. {Mr. Talbot) It seems that on Fridays the 
men have no meat. The 43 Church of England men 
and the three Presbyterians are treated in the same 
way in this respect as the 93 Roman Catholics?—

224. {Mr. Milton.) Do you ever change the tea for 
offie? — Never. 

225. {Chairman.) Do they get any soup on Friday ? 

— No. 

226. {Colonel Egerton) Or any cheese ?— No. 

.227. {Mr. Talbot.) Do they ever complain of this 

diet ou Friday ? — I have never heard them complain 
of it. The majority are Roman Catholics. 

228. The others never complain ? — I have never 
heard anything put forward as a complaint ; but once 
or twice I have heard an old man say “ the mutton is 
“ * 00 fat,” and another reply “ it is better to have fat 
“ than bare bones” ; everything possible is done to suit 
them in this respect. 

229. {Colonel Egerton) You never vary the ration 
by giving bacon and cabbage insteed of meat ?- — Never. 
They sometimes get bacon from the Docto?/ the In- 
firmary. lam sure the men would like bacon and 
cabbage occasionally. 

230 {Chairman.) For the Infirmary there is a se- 
parate diet r — Yes. The Doctor orders the diet in the 
Infirmary, but I keep the accounts and check the bills 
furnished to the Secretary and, Treasurer every month.

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231. How is it supplied? — Through the Contractors 
who serve the House. 

232. Are chickens supplied by contract i — Yes. 

233* Did you never hear the men say that they 

would' like a little more variety in the diet ?— 1 never 
-- i, ear d the slightest complaint about the rations since I 
have been hero, still I am of opinion that a little 
change is necessary. 

231. Do you not consider that the ration ol 13 
ounces of beef without hone is an excessive ration for 
the old men, considering that our soldiers only get 
12 ounces with hone?— Ho. I do not think it is, but 
something might be taken oil the bread and meat, and 
added by way of puddings occasionally. 

23o. {Mr. Milton.) Some of the married men divide 
their ration with their wives, do they not ?— That I 
could not answer. There are some married men who 
go outside to visit their families. I do not know that 
they divide their ration with their families. 

236. They are allowed to take tlieir rations outside, 
are they not?— I am not aware that it is done. I 
have never seen any order for it. 

237. Is the 13 ounces of beef always boiled? — Al- 

ways boiled. It is made soup of, and cut up in messes 
of eight. . 

233. And the soup and meat sent up in the tin 
together ?— No ; we have tureens for the soup, and 
the meat is served up in dishes, and the men at each 
table cut up their own. 

239. (Chairman.) The beef is never roasted?— 
Never- Twice a week they have baked mutton, and 
meat baked in the improved cooking apparatus is con- 
sidered to be equal to roast. 

240. ( Mr. Milton ) Did you never hear the men say 
they would like the beef roasted for a change ? — No. 

241. On what occasions are they allowed extra 
rations? — On tlio Queeu’s birthday, on St. Patrick’s 
day, and on Christmas day, they have a double ration. 

'242. On St. Patrick’s day they have 26 ounces of 
meat ? — Yes. 

213. (Colonel E gertnn,) Do you think they turn 
some of that into whiskey ? — I do not think they can 
well consume it all. I have often thought it the value 
of it were given in money to the old men, it would be 
a great deal more service to them. 

244. (Mr. Milton.) Do you think they would spend 
the money in drink ? — A few might. To those who 
have families outside it would be of great service. A 
few might waste it in drink, but the majority would 
not. The erst of the extra ration is Is Of (I., if they 
got a shilling it would he of a great deal more service 
to them. 

215. (Chairman.) And you might exclude from it 
any man who had been drunk three times in the year ? 
Yes. 

246. With regard to lights, how do you light the 
men’s rooms ? — With gas. There is one jet for each 
live men. Then they have the Hall io come into at 
night. That is lighted up and a largo fire is kept 
in it. 

247. Are there no other means of beating it ? — No. 

248. Are any amusements provided in the Hall for 
the men ? — They have chess-boards, draught-hoards, 
and four gaming tables. 

249. Are the men allowed to smoke in the Hall ? — 
They are ; and spittoons are provided for them. 

250. Do they use the Hall much ?— They do, par- 
ticularly in the cold weather. A good number were 
there last evening, some were sitting down, some were 
playing, and others were smoking. 

251. (Mr. Milton.) Is there any Library, or Reading 
Room ?— Yes ; the Chaplain has charge of the Library. 

252. (Chairman). Do you think the men are 
generally satisfied with their treatment in this Hos- 
pital ? — Very well satisfied. I have often heard men 
say when they have come in : “ If I had known it 

was such a good place I would have applied long ago 
“ to come in." They did not seem to kuosv that they 
would be so comfortable. 

253. Do you believe that the pensioners in Ireland 
generally are not fully ayrare of the advantages of the 
Hospital JL-That is my opinion. 



254. Do you think if they were more fully aware Lieut, and 

of those advantages there would be more applications Quartermstr. 
to enter r — I am sure there would. Jos. Watson. 

255. Have you never heard the men complain that “T 
the arrangements of the Hospital separate them from 21 Oot ‘ 
their families ? — No ; I have never heard such com- 
plaints. but I believe that out-pensioners who are 
married and have families would apply to get in, who 

do not now apply, if they could live in the Hospital 
with their families. 

256. You think that would be an improvement in 
the arrangements ? — I think it would. 

257. (Mr. Milton .) Do you think that the families 
of any of the in-pensioners are in distress? — I believe 
not. 

258. You have not heard of any distress among the 
families of the old men ?— They have not any large 
families. One or two children would he the outside. 

When a man dies it is generally his wife, or his niece, 
or his nephew, who applies for his effects. 

259. The Captains of Invalids have no rations 
allowed them ? — No. 

260. Nor are their rooms furnished for them ? — No ; 
they only get quarters, coals and candles. The Master 
and the Deputy-Master are the only Officers provided 
with furnished apartments. 

261. Do you report when repairs are required?— 

Yes ; I prepare an aunual estimate which is furnished 
to the Governors, and they either send it forward or 
alter it.

Bacon 
is a thing the old men are very fond of. 

312. Do you think the alterations which you 
suggested could he made in the diet without expensive 
alterations in tho kitchen?— I do not think they 
would involve the slightest alteration in the kitchen. 

I suggested something in the shape of Irish stew on 
one day in the week, and plum pudding on Sundays. 
The men get a pint and a-half of “single x” porter. 

I recommended better “double xx" porter in reduced 
quantity. 

313. ( Chairman ) You think something might be 
taken off the meat ration ?— Yes, off the meat, and off 
the bread, and added in other ways. .Flour and little 
things of that kind might he given in substitution. 

314. {Colonel Eger tan.) Do you consider the Friday 
ration to be sufficient in bulk ? — Yes ; the lower order’s 
m Ireland live almost entirely on bread. If the men 
were not in the Hospital they would be living outside 
on bread. The butter which they are allowed on 
Friday is a large quantity. I do not think they 
consume all of it. 

315. {Mr. Milton.) Do you approve of the articles 
of diet ?— Yes, they are very excellent. 

316. With the exception of the porter? — That is 
very good of the kind. 

317. {Mr. Talbot.) Are you allowed as much wine 
as you think requisite ? — Yes ; for the Infirmary. I 
think 1507 is allowed for medicaments and things of 
the kind, and that is quite sufficient. 

318. (Mr. Milton.) In a sanitary point of view, do 
you think some improvements might be effected in the 
accommodation ? — Yes ; particularly as regards venti- 
lation. 

319. (Chairman.) Do the Clergymen, both Roman 
Catholic and Protestant, visit the infirm men in your 
Infirmary? — Yes, regularly. Whenever a man is 
seriously ill 1 let them know, and they attend imme- 
diately. 

320. Without being sent for, do they visit the men 
periodically ? — Yes. 

321. Both of them?— The Protestant Clergyman 
attends almost daily, and on two days in the week to 
read prayers. The Homan Catholic Clergyman also 
attends very frequently. 

322. (Mr. Talbot.) He lives on the spot ? — Yes, the 
Protestant Clergyman. 

323. Whereas the Roman Catholic Clergyman does 
not ? — Ho lives in James’ Street, within a short dis- 

^ tance. 

324. (Mr. Milton.) Do you report to the Director- 
General of the Army Medical Department in London 
on the sanitary condition of the Hospital ?— I send in 
monthly sanitary reports and annual returns, and 
special reports in case of any infectious disease. 

325. Does the Principal Meaical Officer in Dublin 
consider it part of his duty to inspect this Establish- 
ment ? — No.

:529. Have they passed the examination to entitle 
them to superannuation ? — I think two only have 
passed the examination. 

(Mr. Dunn.) Two passed, and one or two did nut 
pass. 

(Dr. Carte.) The pay these women get is very in- 
sufficient. It is impossible for them to feed and 
clothe themselves on Is. a-day. They commence 
on Is. a-day, and, as vacancies occur, they go up to 
Is. Gd., hut they are for years ou Is. At Chelsea 
they commence on Is. 6d. and get half rations. They 
have coals and caudles allow ed them. 

330. (Chairman) How do they get their food 
cooked ? — They cook their own food in their rooms. 

331. Are they allowed the use of the kitchen? — 

They might use it. They live on very little, prin- 
cipally on bread and tea. 

332. (Mr. Milton.) You do not think they live on 
the rations of the sick men 1 — I do not think they 
can support themselves on Is. a day. 

333. Do not you think there is the danger that 
they are likely to supplement that small pay by taking 
part of the men’s food ?— There is that danger, but I 
am not aware that anything of the kind ever happens. 

334. When fowl diet is ordered for a sick man, does 
he have half a chicken ? — Yes. 

335. The chickens are not very large, I suppose ?— 

Thcv are very good chickens. 

336. Can a sick man eat half a large chicken a 
day ? — Yes. 

337. Do the nurses get any clothing i— Yes ; they 
get one dress in the year and one apron. 

338. They have apartments allowed them?— Yes, 
and I allow them to take a chair or other article of 
furniture when 1 can. 

339. Have they no bedding allowed them ?— lhey 
are not allowed bedding or furniture. 

340. I presume you do not get such good nurses as 
you might do if the pay was higher ?— N o. I have the 
greatest difficulty in getting decent nurses. I find 
when a vacancy occurs it is the most difficult thing 
possible to get a woman to fill the vacancy ; it is only 
by taking them ou probation, and changing them con- 
stantly, that I can get anything like decent women. 

341. (Mr. Talbot.) Have you made any representa- 
tion to the Board upon the subject ?—. Not officially. 

342. Are the women whom you get able-bodied and 
efficient ?— There is only one young nurse- she is 
about 33 ; the others are old women. It is impossible 
to <*et young women for the situation. 

343 l Colonel Eqerlon) Do you think any increase 
of pension, within the hounds of any ordinary increase 
of pension that could be given to these men, could 
compensate them for the comforts and benefits which 
they cet in this Institution ?-It would he quite im- 
possible.

Are the friends of the inmates 
of the infirmary allowed access to them ? — When a 
man comes in, the serjeant asks him when ho would 
like to see his friends, and then his name is put down 



on a board, and his friends can come in to see him 
between two and four, or if they cannot come between 
those hours they can come at any other hour, if they 
say it would be more convenient for them. And on 
Sundays any one can come without any previous per- 
mission ; if a man is dying, his friends can come and 
stay all night with him.

349. ( Chairman .) You are Chaplain of this Hospital ? 

22 Oct. 1870. —I am. 

350. How long have you been here ? — 21 years. 

351. What are your regular duties?— To conduct 
full Service on Sundays at 11 o’clock, and Evening 
Service at 3 o'clock, and the Baptisms and Churchings 
of the families of the people of the Establishment, or 
of the Regiment at Island Bridge, who attend church 
here. 



352. Youhave to perform duties forthe Regiment 
at Island Bridge ? — Some duties only. They attend 
Service here, and their children are Baptized, and then.' 
wives Churched here. 

353. How often iri the week do you visit the in- 
pensioners ? — I hold a Service regularly twice a week, 
and administer the Communion once every mouth, and 
visit the wards frequently in the week ; and whenever 
occasion requires, I visit them every day and administer 
the Communion as often as is required during the 
month. I have administered it twice this month. 

354. You have no Curate ? — No. 



355. At Chelsea the Rev. Mr. Ingram the Chaplain, 
speaking of Services in the Infirmary, said — “ On the 
“ first four days of tlie week I and my Curate, whom 
“ I have had from the beginning of this year, have 
“ a short Service of about half-an-hour or three- 
“ quarters of an hour. He goes to one ward and I go 
" t° another. It is generally, as nearly as possible, 
‘ from half-past 11 to half-past 12; the Services con- 
‘ si sting of reading certain prayers from the Book of 
‘ Common Prayer, and an exposition of Scripture 
“ generally from the Lesson of the day, or on any other 
“ subject which we may choose to speak about!” Do 
you adopt a similar course ?— Yes, we have very few 
in each ward, and I collect them into one for Service. 

356. I asked Mr. Ingram whether he had any 
suggestions to make with regard to the Sunday Services 
and he said — “I think that those Services should be 
*' shortened. As the Service is conducted now, it is 

too long for the old men, especially on the Sundays 
the Holy Communion is celebrated. The average 
age of the men here is between 60 and 70, 
and they suffer from particular infirmities, such 
as those of a urinary description; and sitting so 
long js a matter of great inconvenience to them • 
and I think that practically it has the effect of 
keeping a good many men away from the Holy 
Communion.” Do you find that to be the case 
here ?— I think not. Our Service is not so long it 
mover exceeds an hour and a-half, and I have not 
ooserved many of the men go out. Sometimes a single 
person may go out and come back again. 



357. Are your Services regulated by Warrant? — 
Yes. 

358. You could not make any alteration in your 
Services without an alteration in the Iloyal Warrant ? 

— No. One alteration has been made, with the 

sanction of the Master, which is, that when the Lessons 
are very long, instead of using tl e litany we use the 
Prayers at the end of the Morning Service, so as to 
bring the Service into the time specified. That is an 
hour and a-half, so that the men may get to their 
dinner at the barracks. 

359. Attendance at the Morning Service is com- 
pulsory. is it not ? — Yes. 

360. At the Evening Service it is voluntary? — Yes. 

361. Do you find that many men attend the Even- 
ing Service? — Yes, sometimes we have from 5 to 10 
and 12. 

362. At what time is your Afternoon Service ? — 
Three o'clock. 

363. That is the time the old men are smoking 
their pipes, is it not ? — No. I think generally the 
evening is the time they like to smoke. 

364. (Mr. laibot.) Have you any sermon in the 
afternoou ? — No. 

365. Do you visit the men in their quarters? — Yes, 

I do frequently, particularly iu the rooms on the flags 
which are occupied by the aged and infirm. 

366. Five men are quartered in each room. Are 
they classified as to religion, or are Protestants and 
Roman Catholics in the same room ?— There is no 
classification. 

367. Chairman ) There are very few Protestants?— 

The- number of Protestants at present is about 47, 
including Presbyterians. 

368. Is there any Presbyterian Minister here ?— No. 

I attend all the Presbyterians. 

369. Do not any of them ever express a wish to see 
a Presbyterian Minister? — Whenever they do. there 
is a friend of mine, a Presbyterian, who attends 
them. 

370. (Mr. Talbot .) How many Presbyterians are * 
there? — Three. The most I ever knew was five. 

371. (Chairman.) The library is under your charge ? 

— Yes. 

372. You are allowed 161 for the purchase of bpoks ? 

373. How many volumes have you in the Library?— 

About2,300. , 

374. Comprising all classes of books ? — Allkipd§ of 
hooks. 

375. Do you find that the men takp an intfjr$$ & 
the Library ?— A great mf.ny of" tfyenj, 
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376. How do you expend the 167. ? — In the purchase 
of books. 

377. Do you expend any ni it iu periodicals ? — Yes, 
we get the Sunday Magazine, but in volumes; we 
find when they are in numbers the men throw them 

'*•' about and do not like to read them. 

37d. Are any newspapers supplied ?— Those are paid 
for out of the monthly collections from the men and 
officers. 

379. Over and above the 167. ? — Yes. The Library 
collection amounts to about 27. 10s. to 37. a quarter, 
half of which goes to the Librarian-Serjeant by order 
of the Board. 

380. Do you think the men are happy and contented 
with their position in this Hospital 7—1 think very 
much so. I have had a great deal of intercourse with 
them. I meet them continually in the Hall, and I 
never saw a better-conducted set of men, taking them 
on the whole, and they agree very well together. 



3S1. (Mr. Talbot.) Are they generally a religious Jbr. OSare. 
body of men? — The Roman Catholics I do not know ~ — 

anything about, as regards then- religious duties, but the 2 ' 18 '’0. 

Protestants, generally speaking, are very favourable 
towards religion, uud very good men 

382. Do they read religious books much 7 — Some- 
times ; such as the Life of Hecley Vicars, and works of 
that kind. Wo do not get works of a controversial 
nature. There is supposed to be a Bible and Prayer 
Book in every room. 

383. Do the Roman Catholics attend their Chapel 
in good numbers? — Yes, I think they all attend; 
they are very strict in their attendance upon their 
religious duties, but I have never interfered with 
them. 

384. {Chairman.) Have you any suggestions to 
make to the Committee? — I think not. I think 
everything goes on regularly. 
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385. (Chairman.) You are Staff Officer of Pen- 
sioners in this District? — Yes, one of them. 

386. How many men are there in your District ? — 
Chelsea Pensioners 1,004, Greenwich Pensioners 63, 
East India Company 117, Mercantile Marine 32, and 
Trinity House 4 ; making a total of 1,220. In the 
2nd Division there are nearly 1,500. 

387. Yours is the 1st Division? — Yes. 

388. Among those 1,004 who are eligible for this 
Hospital, are there many old feeble men ?— A great 
many. 

389. What is the lowest rate of pension you are 
paying l— 2d. ; but there is only one of that rate. 

390. He is not a Chelsea Pensioner? — No, he is an 
East India Company Pensioner, but he gets the 2d. 
for service as Store Clerk at the War Office. 

391. (.Ur. Mi' ton.) He also gets an Indian pension, 
does not he ? — Yes, he does. 

392. He draws that Indian pension from you ? — He 
does. 

393. (Chairman.) What is the highest pension you 
pay ? — 3s. a day. 

394. Do you have many applications to come into 
this Hospital? -I think that there have been about 
ten this year ; but it is not customaiy for the men to 
apply to me — they generally come to the Secretary. 
There is a little Porm sent to me to fill up with regard 
to their character. 

395. Do the men talk much about this Institution ? 
— No. I do not think they do. 

396. Do you think they look to it as a place they 
may come to when they are old men ? — I cannot say 
they do. They are a very improvident lot generally. 
The pension I pay them on the 1st of the month does 
not go, as it ought to do, for their support during that 
month, but goes to the landlord, who has supported 
them for the previous month ; the consequence is that 
they rarely see their pensions at all. 

397. Your Offices are in this Building ? — At present, 
and since 1843 or 1844. 

398. And you pay the men here once a month? — 
Yes. 

3.99. Are your Offices convenient 1 — They are very 
much out of the way. 

400. Have not you applied lately for an increase of 
^ room ? — Yes ; we have other duties besides the pay- 
ment of the Pensioners. I am Recruiting Officer, and 
I also enrol men for the Army Reserve Force. That 
has not been very troublesome hitherto, but I have 
sometimes thought that the chance of their being re- 
jected when they come up here would deter a great 
many of them taking the trouble to come here. If I 
had an Office in a more central position it might serve 
. both purposes as well, and be, perhaps, more convenient 
to the Pensioners when they come to receive their 
money. But there are a great many conveniences 
here too. We have a capital drill ground just out- 
side the barrack gate, which was given over to us by 
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the Secretary at War when he was here some years Colonel R. R, 
ago. Then we are very convenient to the Park where Harris. 
we have our firing. There is a good parade ground 
here, all very essential matters where there are 600 (or ‘ 
inure) men under arms. 

401. Have you any Chelsea Pensioners in your Dis- 
trict who are in the Workhouse ? — Not many ; I think 
I have, perhaps, four or five ; one is a lunatic, two are 
very badly paralysed men. I think they generally run 
into the Pool-house for the sake of the Infirmary. 

402. Have none of those four or five men applied 
to you to come here ? — One has. 

403. The others have not, because they prefer to 
keep their pensions ?— I think they like the command 
of their peusious. 

404. In preference to coming into the Hospital ?— 

Yes ; at -die same time I think it is a very mistaken 
notion of theirs- 

405. (Mr. Talbot.) Has the case of the man who is 
in the Poorhouse, and who has applied to you to be 
admitted here, ever been laid before the Board?— I 
think he is on the list now, hut he is a very helpless 
creature — very badly paralysed. 

406. Therefore a tit subject for admission here ?— I 
think so. 

407. (Colonel E/jerton.) Do you know if he has com- 

pleted his service? — I believe he is eligible in that 
respect. , , , ,. 

408. (Mr. Talbot.) How long has he been a candi- 
date? — Upwards of a year. 

(J/r. Dunn) He is a conditional pensioner, I 
think, with short service, and a man who is not very 
old. The Governors have seen the man several times, 
and the short service and the age prevented them from 
admitting him. They admitted other Pensioners whose 
claims were greater. 

409. ( Chairman , to Colonel Earns.) Have you 
any discharged Greenwich Hospital Pensioners among 
your people ?— No, not now. I had two ; they were 
both very old men— upwards of 80. 

410 Did you ever hear them talk about being sent 
out of Wveeu wich Ho.pit-1 I— No, I do rat think I over 
did There was one in the town and one at Balbriggan. 

The one at Balbriggan, though upwards of 80 years 
old, I believe, used to be continually crossing back- 
wards and forwards between Balbriggan and Deptford. 

He came to Ireland because his wife was here, and he 
used to go hack to Deptford because he had a clinging 
to the old neighbourhood. .. ,, 

411. (Mr. Milton.) Do you think, if there were in- 

creased accommodation afforded, so as to f ve “®

414. Have you ever done so ? — I do not remember 
having done so, but I think I would do so. 

415. If you saw a man going to the Poorhouse, you 
would say why not apply to go into Kilmainham 1 — 
Yes. 

416. (Mr. Milton) Do your Pensioners who apply 
and fail to get admitted complain that it is a grievance 
that the place is nob big enough to take them in ? — 
No, I think not. 

417. Is not a man disappointed when he sends in 
his name, and finds, time after time, that he cannot 
get in ? — That is very often the case. This man I 
speak of, who was in the Royals, has been some time 
on the books. 

418. Is he disappointed ?— I think so. 

419. Then there would be more contentment if 
there was more room? — Some of the Pensioners who 
have been admitted here, come not from the town, bat 
from the country. Some of them have come even 
from England. They are transferred from an English 
district to me, and sometimes they are in the Hospital 
before their out-pension becomes due. 



420. ( Colonel Eger ton.) I presume they are Irish- 
men ? — Yes. 

421. (Mr. Milton.) Their application must have 
been sent to you according to the Rules ? — Yes. 

422. Do you think among your men there is a wish 

felt xhat admission into the House was more easy ? I 

do not think they care much about coming into the 
House, they so much like the command of their 
own money. 

423. (Mr. Talbot.) Do you think they are full) 
aware of the advantages of the Institution ? — Those 
in the neighbourhood are. A great number of Pen- 
sioners are paid in the immediate neighbourhood. 
They wouid learn the advantages of the Institution 
from the In pensioners themselves. They have the 
means of informing themselves with regard to it. 

424. (Sir Charles Yerrlee.) In the Country Districts 
they have not the same opportunities of informing 
themselves, have they ? — That is very likely. 

(Mr. Dunn.) The case Colonel Harris refers to 
is that of Frances Quinn, discharged 15th May, 1866, 
38 years of age, 10 years and 3 mouths service, dis- 
charged for paralysis of right side, which occurred in 
India. Temporary pension 8«f. a-day. which was 
afterwards made permanent at 6 a!.

The Charter of the Hospital of King Charles II., near Dublin. 

CHARLES THE SECOND by the Grace of God, of England, Scotland, France, and Ireland,, 
King, Defender of the Faith, #-c. To all to whom these Presents shall come, Greeting; 
WHEREAS We judging it fit and necessary, that some Provision should be made for such 
Officers and Soldiers of Our Army of Ireland, as by reason of their Ago, Wounds, or other Infirmi- 
ties, contracted in Our Service, are or shall become unfit to bo any longer continued therein; and 
also unable otherwise to maintain themselves: We directed an Hospital to bo erected near our 
City of Dublin, for the Reception and Entertainment of such antient, maimed, and infirm Officers 
and Soldiers; to the end, that such of the said Army, as have faithfully served, or hereafter shall 
faithfully serve Us, Our Heirs, or Successors, in the Strength and Vigour of their Youth, may in 
the Weakness, and Disaster, that their olcl Age, Wounds, or other Misfortunes may bring them 
into, find a comfortable Retreat, and a competent Maintenance therein. AND WHEREAS We 
of Our pious and charitable Inclination, to so good a Work, have set apart and given Sixty-four 
Acres of Land, Plantation Measure, of Our own Demesne Lands, formerly enclosed in Our Park, 
called the Phoenix Park, and being part of the Lands of Kihnuinham in Our County of Dublin, and 
County of the City of Dublin , or one of them, for erecting the said Hospital therein, and for 
making fitting and convenient Walks and Gardens thereunto, and other Uses, for, and toward the 
support of the said Hospital: The said Sixty-four Acres of Land being bounded on the East and 
South, with a Stone Wall, being formerly the said Park-Wall, and on the North, with the River 
Lifti, and on the West, with the Lands, beinp- Part of the smA r, auric of Kilmninhn,.,

And we have also caused the Sum of Sixpence in the Pound for 
several Years last past, to be deducted out of the Pay of all Officers ancl Soldiers of Our said 
Army and other Persons placed upon the Military List of Our Establishment, in Our said King- 
dom, towards the Charge of building the said Hospital, which hath hitherto been wholly 
emp oyed therein. And we flunk it fit to have the said Deduction still continued towards the

But it does not 
follow that because such a sum 
is placed at the disposal of the 
Governors, it is therefore 1 wholly 
to be expended, unless absolutely

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Although it would be impossible to house all the Out-Pensioners of a large Army, neverthe- 
less it does appear to me very advantageous to have such an Institution as Kilmainham in the 
Capital of Ireland, which may be the resort of a few old worn out soldiers, or of men who have 
lost then- limbs in the service of their country. 

— I believe the moral and political good performed by such Institutions far to exceed the 
physical comfort bestowed by them on a few individuals. 

1 J i u the discussions which took place from 30 to 40 years ago on this subject, this point was 
overlooked by all except the late Sir H. Vivian, the Secretary at War having convinced himself 
that the individuals affected comprised the whole matter under consideration. 

Accordingly he argued that xf lie bribed all the men out of the Institution by a small addition 
to then pensions, there was no injustice done, and the late Sir Hussey Vivian had no cause of 

complaint. 

As above suggested, the view appears a very narrow one, which will not bear the test of 
even superficial examination. 

The Hospital having been established as a means of chaiity to old servants of the State no 
longer able to take care of themselves, it is evident that its object has not altogether failed, if it 
be necessary to bribe the Pensioners to leave it: that is to say, that a very small portion of the 
Pensioners of the Army are, as a consequence of tins charity, better off than the Out-Pensioners. 

In getting rid of the chaiity, which, after all, was originally endowed by Army subscriptions, 
the Secretary at War in 1833, while professing to be just, and even generous, to the individuals 
immediately concerned, was clearly unjust to the successors of those individuals, as represented 
by the small section of Pensioners at large, which would otherwise have been fortunate enough 
to find a refuge in the Hospital. I say unjust with, regard to the original intention of the founder 
and to the subscriptions by which the Hospital was maintained until Parliament assumed charge. 
But there is a point to consider which has a large application beyond the walls _ of the Hospital. 
Thus, if the In-Pensioners be discharged from the Hospital with an addition to their pensions, they 
will he placed in a better position than their comrades, who have always been Out-Pensioners. 
The latter will have a right to enquire why, having done the same service to the State, they are 
to receive a less pension than the men coming out of Kilmainham, and further, the question 
might be raised by the Public at large whether the whole system of pensions for retired soldiers 
did not call for increase. In these days it would not be difficult to raise such a cry, and I 
cannot but think that the attempt to bribe men to leave the Hospital and to become Out- 
Pensioners would be a fail' ground for proceedings in such a sense.
